They pay ofine of from thirty 
to three hundred francs per month as a be- 
ginning of the pains and penalties, and it is 
not unlikely their property will be confiscated 
to meet the German “bill of cests of the 
war.” Supposing one must name the excep- 
tion. the French do not reaolve once more to 
sign the peace at Lerlin. Two other abuses 
have been killed—one wherein persons having 
no knowledge of surgery or medicine, set 
themselves up as doctors to escape military 
duty. But such Good Samaritans have been 
sent to the Famparts, to pore a good deal of 
time in card playing and brandy “swiping.” 
This we know is the drink for heroes. Other 
abuse, the hanging out of the red cross flag 
to save the house, and keep the head of the 
family at home as hospital nurse, 

Talking of ambulances, the Americans are 
first in this reapect in The poor are 
badly off for warm clothing, and there is no 
prospect of any materials forthcoming to 
supply the want. Many good people are pre- 
senting spare blankets to the “ Apparel Fund,” 
and also umbrellas. Gueas what the latter 
are for? Not to arm, but to shelter the 
“civic guard”"—a policeman with Ball 
Gamp's easential! The National Guard, 
when put inta red inexpressibles, may next 
demand a paraplu’. 

Parisians had a day's outinga week ago. 
The gates were opened for the Bois de Bou- 
logne, and there was a tremendous rush to get 
a peep at the Prussians, Strangest of all, 
the fortifications continned to throw shells 
into the enemy's position, over the heads of 
the promenaders.

The National Guards and the 
peasantry have in several places beaten back 
the Tuetons, and the latter having to rete 
from the siege of Montmedy and Mezieres in 
the North, to support the besiegers before 
Paris, does not seem hopefal. Here again 
there is the great battle yet to come off be- 
tween the army of the ire, strongly rein- 
forced and commanded by Generals Bourbaki 
and d' Aurelies, and Prince Frederick Charles 
and his allies. If the French win, I think 
there will be a rush all over the country to 
massacre the Germans, regardless of consid- 
erations. Win or lose this battle, the French 
will continue to fight on.
